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Students question benefits of N.S. 
minority government

HALIFAX (CUP) Q Student leaders 
in Nova Scotia have mixed feelings 
about what the tic vote in the provin- 
cial election means for advancing the 
cause of post-secondary education. 

On March 24, the Liberals 
and the NDP both won 1 9 seats in the 
election, with the Progressive Con- 
servatives netting 1 4. Under political 
convention the Liberals, who went 
into the election as the government, 
will be given the first opportunity to 
form the new administration. 

Student leaders arc debat- 
ing the merits of the precarious mi- 
nority position the Libera! govern- 
ment finds itself in. 

According to St. Francis 
Xavier University political science 
professor Jim Bickerton, minority 
governments arc often beneficial for 
groups advancing a particular inter- 
est or concern. 

And Chris Adams, president 
of the Dalhousie student union, says 
he plans to take advantage of the 
minority situation. 

"The two parties with 19 
seats have both said they will insti- 
tute a tuition cap, and we will con- 
tinue to pressure [them] to fulfil their 
campaign promises," he said. 

But there are concerns that a 



minority government will get bogged 
down trying to please everyone, and 
student concerns will get lost in the 
shuffle. 

"You're going to have all 
different kinds of people lobbying 
and lobbying and lobbying, and some- 
times there's not that wiggle room 
anymore [for government] to make 
good decisions," University College 
of Cape Breton student union presi- 
dent Sheldon Gillis said. 

Gillis' concerns were ech- 
oed by Amy Cole, chair of the Nova 
Scotia component of the Canadian 
Federation of Students. 

She says though the parties 
made substantial election promises, 
without a clear mandate for any one 
of them, it's questionable whether 
these promises will be kept. 

"My initial reaction [to the 
minority situation] was skepticism," 
she said. "I can foresee a lot of head- 
butting and a lot of lobbying to get 
important issues passed. 

"It's going to mean a lot of 
running around. You look at every 
part of the public sector and everyone 
is clamouring for the attention and 
the funding they feel they deserve. 

"Idon't think it's abad thing, 
it's just going to take a lot of leg 
work." 

Adams agrees. 

"It's a continuous lobbying 



process. We just have to make sure 
our interests are represented with all 
three parties. It's about building 
bridges and getting your point 
across." 

The big winner in the Nova 
Scotia election was the New Demo- 
cratic Party. Previous to this trip to 
the polls, the party had never won 
more than four seats in the provin- 
cial legislature. 

"The NDP is here to stay in 
a big way," NDP leader Robert 
Chisholm said on election night. "It's 
time to get government working for 
everyday people in Nova Scotia." 

Liberal leader Russell 
MacLellan has made it clear that he 
is not interested in a coalition gov- 
ernment with either the NDP or the 
Conservatives, who now hold the 
balance of power in the province. 

Chisholm and Conservative 
leader John Hamm have pledged, 
however, to work together with the 
government to best serve Nova 
Scotians. 

But professor Bickerton 
says old political habits may be hard 
to break. 

"[They] have to change 
their behaviour. They're not used to 
co-operating. We have an adversarial 
system based on competition, so it's 
a big shift for them to move in the 
direction of more co-operation." 



Dalhousie profs go on strike

HALIFAX (CUP) —Dalhousie Uni- 
versity professors hit the picket lines 
this week and no one knows how 
long they're staying out. 

Despite a24-hourmarathon 
of last-minute negotiations, faculty 
and administration were unable to 
resolves their differences and the profs 
walked out March 25, the first day 
they were legally entitled -to strike. 
They are joined on the picket lines by 
Dalhousie's professional librarians, 
who are also members of the faculty 
association. 

In the face of the strike, the 
university has instituted a lock-out. 
Professors are not allowed to teach 
classes or use any university facili- 
ties. And while all classes at the uni- 
versity have been cancelled, the li- 
braries remain open, as do student 
services including the computer cen- 
tre, food service and the residences. 
Michael Cross, chief nego- 
tiator for the faculty association, says 
while the strike may not be pleasant, 
it is probably necessary to spur fruit- 
ful negotiations. 

"I'm not at all sure the board 
[of governors] believed [a strike] was 
going to happen," he said. "So now 
that they know we're serious I hope 
they'll come back to the table and we 
can have some really serious discus- 
sions." 

The same day that members 
of the faculty association took to the 
picket lines, about 200 also took to 
the streets of Halifax to protest what 
they say are unfaircontract proposals 
put forward by the university. 

University spokesperson 
Michelle Gallant says the strike has 



set back negotiations. 

"It's unfortunate the faculty 
adjourned the meetings to go one 
strike. We were making progress," 
she said. 

She adds that the adminis- 
tration is ready to go back to the table. 

"We are ready to meet at 
any time," she said. 

The issues still on the table 
are increased salaries and replace- 
ment of departing faculty. 

Dalhousie professors say 
their salaries lag behind those of fac- 
ulty at comparably sized institutions 
and are concerned by the fact that 
over the last 10 years, the university 
has not filled 113 vacated faculty 
positions. 

The administration's origi- 
nal offer of a 9.5 per cent salary hike 
and no guarantee to replace departing 
professors was rejected by a faculty 
membership vote. 

The faculty association put 
forward two counter proposals. The 
first called for a 13 per cent salary 
increase and a guarantee that all de- 
parting faculty would be replaced. 
The second dropped the salary de- 
mand down to an increase of 1 1 .8 per 
cent and asked for a guarantee that all 
faculty who leave through early re- 
tirement packages be replaced. 

The administration rejected 
both. It says it has little money to 
spare and can/Et afford the requested 
salary increases and to guarantee that 
all vacated positions be replaced. 

The faculty association, 
however, says it can't afford not to, 
as the reduced staff complement is 
hurting the quality of education at the 
university. 
Resolution of the faculty replacement 



issue is particularly pressing as 46 
professors will be taking early retire- 
ment July 1 . 

Cross says the board's lat- 
est offer, which guarantees to not 
el iminate, but not necessarily fill , the 
vacant positions is a step — but a 
small one. 

"I suppose it's a recognition 
that there is a problem," he said. 
"[But] it doesn't put any people in 
classrooms." 

Gunter Muecke, an earth 
sciences professor, agrees. 

Muecke is one of those early 
retirees. He says he is out on the 
picket line to prove a point, even 
though he personally won't benefit 
from a new settlement. 

"I am walking because I see 
the programs in this university being 
threatened by the cutback in faculty," 
he said. "I am retiring 1 years before 
I have to [because]... I can no longer 
do for the students what I want to." 

Talks were scheduled to 
resume March 26, will a provincial 
conciliator mediating discussions. 

Though no one seems sure 
of where talks, or the strike, will go 
from here, Cross says something has 
to be done, and soon. 

"There are only a couple of 
weeks left in the term and people are 
going to graduate, we have to do 
something fast," he said. 

Students at Dalhousie have 
been bracing for a strike for weeks. 
Earlier this month, over 700 gathered 
in protest outside a building where 
the university's board of governors 
were meeting, demanding that the 
two sides come to an agreement. They 
also want to see a student at the nego- 
tiating table.

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B.C. Treaty process to undergo 
tri-lateral review

Canada, British Columbia and 
First Nations have agreed to terms 
for the review of the B .C. treaty proc- 
ess, in the light of the Supreme Court 
ofCanada'sdecisioninDe/gamHKfov, 
issued December 1 1 1997. 

The Supreme Court of Canada 
confirmed that the Gitxsan- 
Wet'suwet'en peoples have aborigi- 
nal title to about 58,000 square kilo- 
metres in the province, and ruled the 
trial judge from the British Columbia 
Supreme Court erred by not giving 
weight to the oral history evidence 
presented at trial, contrary to instruc- 
tions set out by the Court. 

The Supreme Court of Canada 
sent the case back to trial, but the 
province and the aboriginal parties 
were encouraged to seek a negotiated 
settlement before re-entering the 
Courts. 

The review, announced March 
13 1998, will examine "how the 
Delgamuukw decision affects the 
treaty process." 

Said Grand Chief Edward 
John, a member of the First Nations 
Summit Task Force Group, "First 



Nations in this province require cer- 
tainty just as much as business and 
government. The historic 
Delgamuukw decision gives us a 
unique opportunity to resolve how 
aboriginal title and rights co-exist 
with the rights of others in British 
Columbia." 

British Columbia Minister of 
Aboriginal Affairs, Dale Lovick, said 
"The B.C. government is committed 
to achieving land-use certainty and 
creating jobs. I am very pleased to be 
part of a process that will allow gov- 
ernments, First Nations, third parties 
and other groups with a stake in treaty 
negotiations to consider its implica- 
tions in partnership." 

According to the release, a 
"senior level committee" has already 



been established to undertake the re- 
view of the next two months. 

"Finding ways to expedite the 
reconciliation of the interests of 
Canada, British Columbia and First 
Nations is the top priority for all 
parties," says the release. 

Traditionally, British Colum- 
bia has resisted the notion of aborigi- 
nal title, and as a result, most of the 
Charter of Rights and Freedom deci- 
sions regarding aboriginal title have 
come from the province. 
Delgamuukw is another such exam- 
ple. 

The Gitxsan-Wet'suwet'en 
have been engaged in a battle for title 
with the province since the 1960's, 
and were in Court with the case since 
May 1987.

Vancouver police criticized for 
treatment of acitivists

VANCOUVER (CUP) — A Univer- 
sity of British Columbia student 
charged with one count of mischief 
has accused the Vancouver Police 
Department of waging a war against 
social activists. 

Jesse Scott, a 19-year-old 
philosophy major, was arrested 
March 22 for allegedly scrawling a 
Royal Bank window with glass chalk 
during a rally in late January protest- 
ing student debt. 

The arrest, which took place 
seven weeks after the January pro- 
test, was made at a Vancouver's Ca- 
nadian military drill hall just prior to 
an anti-war rally. 

Scott says he believes the 
real purpose of the arrest was to scare 
off the anti-war protestors. 

"My arrest was an act of 
intimidation," he said, "It's scary 
when [the police] have information 
on you and can use it when they 
want.... It seems like a war on activ- 



ists." 

But according to Anne 
Drennan, spokesperson for the Van- 
couver Police Department, Scott's 
arrest was due to chance rather than 
an orchestrated police campaign. 

On Jan. 28, Scott was one of 
1 ,500 protesters in downtown Van- 
couver who participated in the Na- 
tional Day of Action against student 
debt. 

"We had an officer 
videotaping the demo," Drennan said, 
"which is standard in these demon- 
strations." 

The videotape, she says, 
captured several protestors perpetrat- 
ing acts of "vandalism." 

Seven weeks later, the of- 
ficer who filmed the Day of Action 
protest spotted Scott 
at the drill hall and, after recognizing 
him as one of the protestors on the 
videotape, arrested him. 

When asked why Scott 
wasn't arrested earlier, Drennan re- 



plied, "There was no opportunity. 
There were over 1 ,000 people [at the 
January rally]. The officer couldn't 
get a chance to arrest him." 

This explanation doesn't 
satisfy Milton Smith, the lawyer rep- 
resenting Scott. 

Smith says the police know 
full well the mischief charge will prob- 
ably be thrown out of court. The pur- 
pose of the arrest, he continues, was 
not to win in court, but rather to scare 
off potential protestors. 

"It's a way of subverting the 
justice system," he said. "[The po- 
lice] use their powers to punish some- 
one without going to trial for exercis- 
ing their right to exercise freedom of 
speech." 

Smith says he is also con- 
cerned with police filming protestors 
at rallies like the one last January. 

It's incredible that our tax 
dol lars are being used to survey groups 
engaged in perfectly legal activities," 
he said.

Laurentian University professor revives poetic logic 

Dr. Paul Colilli, professor of Italian Studies at Laurentian University, 
studied the conflict between the poetic and the scientific mind in his 
recently published book. The Idea of a Living Spirit: Poetic Logic as 
a Contemporary Theory. This book was the result of many years of a 
continuing dialogue with European and American scholars. Symboli- 
cally influenced by the new millennium. Dr. Colilli hopes hisbook will 
assist more people in becoming aware of poetry as the most fundamen- 
tal, basic form of expression. 

The Idea of a Living Spirit also provides a timely response to the recent 
assaults on the humanities. "We must stop thinking in terms o f two 
separate cultures, and realize the continuity between the two. We also 
must think in terms of reconciling rather that conflict." 

Dr. Colilli was trained in literary studies, and is the author of fourother 
scholarly books. He holds a Ph.D. in Italian Studies form the Univer- 
sity of Toronto, and has been teaching at Laurentian for 1 5 years. His 
areas of research include: Renaissance and Modem-to-Contemporary 
Italian literature and thought; semiotics and cultural studies; and 
psychoanalysis and the Hermetic tradition.

My name is Cindy Henriques 
and I'm a third year student at 
Laurentian University studying His- 
tory and Native Studies. I am also 
involved in a program called the 
World University Service of Canada 
(WUSC). WUSC is an international 
organization aimed at improving liv- 
ing conditions in developing coun- 
tries. WUSC only goes into areas 
where the community invites them 
and all projects are participated in by 
WUSC staff and volunteers, and 
members of the host community. At 
Laurentian we have just instituted 
one of the programs offered by 
WUSC. 

The program is called the 
Refugee Sponsorship Program. This 
program involves fundraising at the 
local level so that a refugee student 
may be able to attend Laurentian. 



Fortunately, with the help of many 
people at Laurentian, the program 
was a success, and in January we 
welcomed our first student! 

The program for rehabilita- 
tion through education and Training 
(PRET) is another program offered 
by WUSC. PRET takes place in Sri 
Lanka and is aimed at training women 
to work in "non-traditional" female 
employment such as mechanic or 
truck driver. In many countries, much 
of the labor which women are in- 
volved in is unpaid. Therefore it is 
important to recognize the impor- 
tance of women's work and broaden 
the spectrum of employment for 
women. PRET is aimed at women 
from low economic backgrounds. It 
operates with both the employer and 
potential employees to determine the 



terms of employment and to train the 
women. 

I have been selected as one of 
two students from Canada to travel to 
Sri Lanka this summer and partici- 
pate in the project as a volunteer I will 
learn basic project management skills 
and techniques. I will also be respon- 
sible for developing a research essay 
on Gender and Development (GAD). 
In order to participate I need to 
fundraise $1500 to cover the cost of 
airfare.

Know Your Cigars 

Laurentian University 's one and only investment club. The Cigar Club, 
was recently invited to attend a cigar social held by GinoCacciotti of L'il 
Habanas Smoke and Java. The group sampled and rated two fine cigars 
by the name of Astra and Leon Jimenes. Two of our members gave an 
overall rating of the quality of the cigars they smoked. James Sinclair 
smoked the Astra and gave it an 8 .0. Tim Boston gave a rating of 9.0 to 
the cigar bade by Leon Jimenes. Both cigars were also rated by Cigar 
Aficiondoonascaleof 1 - 100. The results are a measure of high quality 
cigars: Astral (Beso), from the Honduras, was ranked an 89, and 
described as a well-made cigar with a smooth, leathery quality, and 
flavours of coffee beans with a pleasant cedary finish; Leon Jimenes, 
from the Dominican Republic, was ranked an 83, being described as a 
cigar with a salty note, on an herbal character, with a touch of harshness 
on the palate and a light woody finish. 

During our time with Gino, I had achance to interview him on the subject 
of fine cigars. 

Q. What is the number one thing one should look for in a fine cigar? 
A. Quality. If a cigar is rolled properly, meaning good construction with 
good leaf, then you will have a good product 

Q. Can you determine quality if you have smoked only one quality cigar 

before? 

A. Absolutely not. The more cigars smoked, the better you can give an 

all around rating. 

Q. What is an important aspect to cigar construction? 
A. Good quality hand rollers, who know what they are doing, although 
there are a few machine rolled cigars that are rated highly. The bottom 
line is quality control. 

Q. Is there anything further an aspiring connoisseur should look out for 

when purchasing a fine cigar? 

A. Aesthetic quality. Cigars should look and feel consistent to the touch. 

Q. How important is the quality of tobacco in a fine cigar? 

A. Tobacco quality is number one. Keep in mind that different 

plantations, or vegas, must still process and cure their tobacco properly. 

Q. Does food consumption or time of day affect the taste of cigars? 
A. Yes. Depending on what is consumed intermsoffood or dnnk, cigars 
will taset differently. Time of day is a factor as well. Lighter cigars 
should be smoked in the morning, and darker ones in the evening. Never 
precede a stronger cigar with a milder one. 

Q. Is the price of a cigar indicative of its quality? 
A. No it is not. I have smoked some $350 cigars that are comparatively 
mediocre at best. On the other hand. I have smoked $1.79 cigars that 
have deeply darkened the pit of my soul just to put them out. 

After being trained at the New Orleans School of Cooking, Gino's 
appreciation for fine wines, premium spirits and quality tobaccos led 
him to open his own cigar outlet known as L ' il Habanas Smoke and Java.

"A lot of rock music these 
days has a certain assembly line 
mentality. What we wanted to do is 
subvert that in any way we could. " 
lead singer, guitarist and songwriter 
Dan Wilson tells in the bands bio. 
Feeling Strangely Fine is the 
sophomore release from the 
Minneapolis-based trio Semisonic. 

Feeling Strangely Fine is a 
very interesting modern rock album 
with the feel of (once again) a great 
night at the bar. The album is de- 
scribed as "the loudest (and loveli- 
est) come-on record in history". It's 
true. Just listening to the album you 
can picture yourself in a half-empty 
bar near closing time, listening to a 
live band finishing up their set in the 
background while staring at some- 
one attractive across the room that 
keeps returning your glances.

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awards, nominations, a spot on Big 
Shiny Tunes 2 and more airplay than 
a brand new band could wish for. 

Now, one year after Glee was 
released. Bran Van 3000 has gone 
back to the studio to cut four more 
tracks, re-mix a few other tracks and 
release the album in the US. If you 
haven't heard of Bran Van 3000... 
where have you been? Their first 
single Drinking in LA shot up the 
charts and was beat to death at many 
clubs and bars. They followed that up 
with Couch Surfer (single reviewed 
earlier this year).

I have packed all the info that I can into these three pages 
that will make even the most hardened alcoholic drool! 

So if there is anything you wondered about drinking, 1 bet I cover it in some way within these pages. 
So read up, drink up and enjoy. But remember one thing... don't be stupid and drive while under the influence. 
We have lost enough friends that way, we don't need to loose anymore! 



The Liquor Dictionary 

Sure, most of you don't care what anything means when it comes to drinking, as long as it tastes good and 
gets you drunk. But just in case you actually want to learn something this year (yeah, right), here is the first Official 
Lambda Liquor Dictionary. 

Alcohol (C2 H5 OH) - The common ingredient in all liquor. There are many types of alcohol, but for drinking only 
ethyl alcohol is used. Of the several types of ethyl alcohol, those spirits distilled from grain, grape, fruit and cane 
are the most common. 

Proof- A measurement of alcoholic strength or content. One degree of proof equals one-half of 1 per cent of alcohol. 
So 80 proof has 40% alcohol in it. 

Grain Neutral Spirits - A practically tasteless, colorless alcohol distilled from grain (like whiskey) but at 1 90 proof 
or above. Used in blended whiskeys, in making gin and vodka and many other liquors. 
Beers 

Lager - (about 3.6% alcohol) A light, dry beer. 

Ale - Has a more pronounced flavor and aroma of hops and is heavier and more bitter than lager. 
Bock, Porter and Stout - Progressively heavier, darker, richer and sweeter. 

Brandy - Distilled from a fermented mash of grapes or other fruit. These brandies, aged in oak casks, are usually 
bottled at either 80 or 84 proof. Long enjoyed as an after dinner drink and also widely used in cooking. 
Cordials - The words cordial and liquor are synonymous, describing liquors made by mixing or redistilling neutral 
spirits with fruits, herbs, flowers, seeds, roots, plants, or juices to which sweetening has been added. Practically all 
cordials are sweet and colorful, with highly concentrated, dessertlike flavor. 

Gin - Distilled from grain and receives its flavor and aroma from juniper berries and other botanicals. 
Rum - Distilled from the fermented juice of sugar cane, cane syrup and molasses at less than 1 90 proof and bottled 
at not less than 80 proof. It is aged in uncharred barrels where it picks up very little coloring; dark rums often have 
caramel added for color. 

Vodka - A highly refined and filtered liquor distilled from any material at or above 1 90 proof, bottled at no less than 
80 or more than 1 10 proof. Originally made in Russia from potatoes. 

Whiskey - Distilled from the fermented mash of grain (usually corn, rye, barley or wheat), and then aged in oak 
barrels. When placed into barrels to age, it is a water colored liquid, but during aging it gains its amber color, flavor 
and aroma. 



Know Your Glasses! 

Okay, it is now time to get sophisticated. Sure most of us just call anything that alcohol is in 
"A Glass", but every glass has a specific name. Certain glasses go with certain drinks, and most old 
bartenders (like my dad) will shoot you if you ask him for "That tall funnell-looking glass" instead 
of a "Pilsner Glass". I know most of people won't memorize this picture, but if you remember a 
few, you can impress your friends next time you go to the bar and ask for a specific drink in a 
specific glass!

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DR. JAY Looks at Your Back 



Imagine your toughest 
workout ever. Now imagine that dur- 
ing this workout you used improper 
lifting technique. The exercise d mus- 
cles could become quite painful, if not 
actually injured. Now imagine that in 
this killer workout you performed 
2,500 reps on each side of your body 
with 25- to 30-pound weights. Impos- 
sible, you say. Not really. You have 
just pictured the muscular activity in 
an average day ' s walking. With every 
step, the weight of each limb (equal to 
15% of your body weight) must be 
lifted to move it forward. To perform 
this feat, we must use the muscles that 
originate directly from the lower por- 
tion of the spine. When this lift is 
performed incorrectly, the stress can 
destroy even the strongest low back. 
Since it happens one step at a time, 
damage occurs so slowly that those 
who experience chronic lower-back 
pain never think of improper walking 
as the cause. A new approach to un- 
derstanding stress on the spine in rela- 
tion to exactly how we walk appears 
to be close to providing a remedy for 
this troubling problem. With each step 
we take, we move forward over the 
leg that supports us. As the opposite 
limb swings forward, the toe joints of 
the weight-bearing foot must bend 
freely so we can continue our progress. 
This swinging and bending sequence 
flows smoothly, and the support limb 
moves out from under the torso. This 
motion is known as extension. From 
this extended position, the limb can 
move forward again to begin the next 
swing action. To add sufficient power 
to this, a group of lower-back muscles 
known as the iliopsoas complex then 
continue this forward-swinging mo- 
tion. Since each leg is fairly heavy, 
the precise location and motion of the 
limb about to be lifted becomes criti- 
cal. If it fails to move into the proper 
position from which it is to begin 




swinging, then the assisting muscles 
in the lower back must overwork. 
The bending action of the foot's toe 
joints is so important in this series of 
motions that any malfunction at this 
site can affect the support limbs abil- 
ity to extend properly, and cause the 
entire interrelated system to break 
down. Functional hallux limitus 
(FHL) is a new medical discovery 
that describes this form of temporary 
malfunction in the flexibility of the 
toe joints. A simple test can deter- 
mine whether or not you have FHL. 
Stand barefoot in front of a partner. 
With your bodyweight evenly dis- 
tributed between yourtwo legs, have 
your partner attempt to lift your big 
toe. The toe should put up some 
resistance, but it should bend con- 
siderably. With this bending, you 
should notice your arch actually raise. 
This condition is normal. If, how- 
ever, your partner's attempt to raise 
your toe meets with significant re- 
sistance, then you may have FHL. 
While itself not a problem, other 
sites in your body, such as the knees, 
lower back, neck, shoulders and, in 
some cases, jaw may be painful. Each 
location may be a site of compensa- 
tion and muscular overuse. Chronic 
pain in any one of these should be 
viewed as a signal to check out your 
walk. A call to your podiatrist or 
other health-care provider familiar 
with this condition may prove valu- 
able. The hallux, the medical term 
for the big toe, becomes temporarily 



locked at its joint with the ball of the 
foot. What makes FHL so unusual is 
that this locking occurs only when 
the joint is stressed by all the body's 
weight. 

The nonpainful lockup at the 
foot end causes an adjustment to the 
normal sequence of motion in the 
upper portion of the limb. With this 
positional change, the lower-back 
muscles are stressed repeatedly and 
eventually developachronically pain- 
ful condition. This type of lower- 
back pain generally develops when 
an otherwise healthy person hurts his 
back, either lifting improperly, fall- 
ing or even reaching for something. 
If he has FHL, any slightly inefficient 
style of walking, while never enough 
to cause a problem before, will now 
aggravate the injury. Each step acts 
to reinjure the damaged location. 
Repeated 2,500times on each side 
each day, a simple injury becomes a 
chronic dilemma. 

GETTING HELP Correcting FHL 
can be simple 

Foot orthotics are devices that 
enhance the ability of the foot to 
function correctly. A new device re- 
cently introduced by Langer Biome- 
chanics Group is made specifically to 
prevent FHL and its related com- 
plaints. Not as rigid as previous or- 
thotics, it is designed with a flexible, 
plastic shell and a patented modifica- 
tion (placed under the big toe joint) 
that aids in the bending action of the 
foot joints. Often, the more knowl- 
edgeable we become about how we 
function, the better equipped we'll be 
to help ourselves. Understanding how 
we move and the interrelationship 
between bodyparts gives us the 
groundwork to control our structure 
and posture. It lets us stand tall and 
have the ability to walk away from 
chronic lower-back pain.

During the recent SGA elections there was also a student 
referendum, part of that referendum dealt with a proposed in- 
crease in the student activity fee. Specifically whether or not to 
channel a specific portion of the activity fee to the weight room. 
The result was an over whelming 90% vote in favour of the 
proposal. 

It is certainly encouraging to see that the student body 
cares about the services that they pay for and are willing to pay a 
little more to see a larger improvement. Now that the money is 
there to help turn our Jurassic gym into a more modem facility, 
it is important to ensure that the equipment that is purchased is 
both functional and relative to the needs of our students and 
student athletes. 

When I say functional, I mean equipment that will be used 
and is of necessity and relevance to today's students. Its fine to 
buy equipment but if now one is going to use it, or if it is 
considering below par the attempt is fruitless. 

It is important the equipment purchased meet with the 
approval those who will be using it. We don't need anymore 
universal machines, they are outdated and do not appeal to the 
wide variety of students. We need more freeweights, a proper 
military barbell stand, leg press machine and cardio equipment. 
If finances permit the more modern hammer strength equipment 
would present Laurentian students with the latest in weight 
training technology. It is important that we as the student body 
do not let the athletic coaches and such dictate what is purchased. 
We do not want a weight room that makes its purchases with the 
swim team, or track team in mind. On the contrary, we need a 
purchasing agenda that incorporates all of those who use the 
weight room. I'm not saying that athletes shouldn't have a say in 
what purchases are made, but I am concerned that since they carry 
a stronger voice than the average student their needs will be met 
first. I believe it is vital that there be some kind of acquisition 
committee that consults with the active living department in 
regards to the purchase of new equipment. It could be comprised 
of representatives from each varsity team and interested students 
who use the facility. It could ensure that no one voice can cry to 
loud in Ron Larwood's ear, as I'm sure some might. 

Regardless of what happens, there will be those who will 
not be happy with the equipment that is purchased, but I think it 
is vitally important that students have a say in the process to 
ensure that any unhappiness in justified. Remember don't bitch 
next year if you show up and find two new universal machines, 
because you never questioned the process. Drop by the active 
living department and ask somebody what going on, and see what 
your money is going to get.

"These kids have done it all." 

With Smith working the side- 
lines instead of Rick Pitino and with 
former stars Antoine Walker, Ron 
Mercer and Derek Anderson in the 
NBA, Kentucky moved one trophy 
closer to UCLA's record total of 1 1 . 

It was the third straight year 
the Wildcats were in the champion- 
ship game — they lost to Arizona in 
overtime last season - and the third 
straight year they ended Utah's sea- 
son in the NCAA tournament. 

Utah's impressive run to what 
would have been the school's second 



title ended because Kentucky did what 
No. 1 seeds Arizona and North Caro- 
lina couldn't do against the Utes — 
shoot well. 

Kentucky fell behind in the 
first half and trailed 41 -31 at halftimc 
after a 10-0 Utah run. The deficit was 
as many as 1 2 points in the opening 
minutes of the second half before 
Kentucky started shooting well. 

"We're a fighting team — 
comeback 'Cats," Kentucky forward 
Heshimu Evans said. 

The Wildcats (35-4) had been 
down before in the tournament. In the 
South Regional final, they battled 
back from a 17-point second-half 
deficit against Duke and in the na- 
tional semifinal they fell behind by 
10 before rallying to beat Stanford. 

"We've come back all year 
long," Wildcats guard Cameron Mills 
said. "Every time we fell behind, we 
never quit." 

Kentucky's comebacks were 
just part of what made the NCAA 
tournament special this year. It was 
filled with overtime games, buzzer 
beaters and surprises from the likes 
of Valparaiso and Rhode Island, 



Stanford and Utah. 

But the Utes, who won the 
championship in 1944, couldn't pull 
off one more upset in the title game. 

Utah, the second-best defen- 
sive team in the country this season, 
had held its five tournament oppo- 
nents to 39 percent shooting and an 
average of 62.5 points. 

Kentucky, which finished 29- 
for-57 from the field (51 percent), 
chipped away at the lead by scoring 
on seven of 10 possessions. The 
Wildcats went on a 9-0 run and took 
the lead for the first time since early 
in the first half at 60-58 with 7: 1 6 to 
play on a breakaway dunk by Jeff 
Sheppard after he stole the ball from 
Hanno Mottola. 

Utah got the lead back at 62- 
60 on a driving layup by Andre Miller 
with 6: 1 6 left and even extended it by 
two more points when Miller fed 
Alex Jensen for a layup 23 seconds 
later. 

But a 3-pointer by Mills, 
Kentucky's fifth of the game — all in 
the second half — and a driving 
jumper by Sheppard with 4:53 left 
gave the Wildcats the lead for good. 



Sheppard 's jumper was Ken- 
tucky's last field goal until the a dunk 
by Wayne Turner with 1 2 seconds to 
play. The Wildcats went 1 1 -for- 1 2 
from the foul line down the stretch 
and Utah ' s solid offensive game went 
to pieces as it scored on just two of its 
last 10 possessions. 

Scott Padgett led the Wildcats 
with 17 points, while Sheppard, the 
Final Four' s most outstanding player, 
had 16. 

Miller led the Utes with 16 
points, while Mottola and Michael 
Doleac each had 15 and Jensen 14. 

As the trophy was presented 
by Selection Committee chairman 
CM. Newton, who also happens to 
be the athletic director at Kentucky 
and the man who picked Smith to 
succeed Pitino, the crowd chanted 
"Tubby, Tubby." 

It seemed implausible that any 
coach could be more popular in Ken- 
tucky than Pitino had been in leading 
the program back from one of its 
lowest points following probation. 
But Smith may have topped him in 
the one year since Pitino left to coach 
the Boston Celtics. 



Kentucky is now 7-3 in NCAA 
championship games, and its record 
over Utah in the last three seasons is 
3-0 with a regional semifinal win two 
years ago and a regional final victory 
last season. 

Utah (30-4) had beaten de- 
fending national champion Arizona 
in the West Regional final in a 25- 
point laugher. The Utes had to hang 
on to beat North Carolina in the Final 
Four, but they couldn't do it against 
Kentucky as the Wildcats wore down 
the nation's top rebounding team. 

Utah finished with a 39-24 
advantage on the boards, but in the 
later possessions Kentucky didn't 
miss many shots. 

In the first half, Utah went on 
a 10-0 run that Jensen started and 
ended with layups off long passes to 
take a 34-23 lead. Kentucky did get 
within 37-3 1 , but the Utes scored the 
finalfourpointsofthehalfforthe 10- 
point lead. 

The largest halftime deficit 
overcome in a title game had been 
eight points. Loyola (111.) beat 
Cincinnati 60-58 in overtime in 1963 
after trailing 29-21 at the half. 



White's comments hurt career 
chances away from pulpit 



Fallout from Reggie White's 
comments on race and homosexual- 
ity have affected his product endorse- 
ment deals with two major compa- 
nies and might have ended his hopes 
for a broadcasting job with CBS. 

Campbell Soup Co. and ath- 
letic shoe giant Nike said they were 
reviewing remarks that the Green Bay 
Packers star made in a speech to Wis- 
consin legislators. Citing the Bible, 
he called homosexuality a sin. 
"We have not made any judgments 
but it is under review," Nike spokes- 
man Tony Tijerino said Friday. 
Campbell spokeswoman Ronni 
Heyman said White's one-year con- 
tract to promote the company ' s prod- 
ucts expires within a Week. 

"His comments are not con- 
sistent with the principles of 
Campbell, but at this time, until we 
speak directly with Reggie White, 
we're not going to go any further in 
talking about the future," she said. 

White, 36, who is black and an 
ordained clergyman, told legislators 
Wednesday during an hour-long ad- 
dress that blacks, whites, Hispanics, 
Japanese, Asians and Indians have 
different "gifts." 

Whites, for instance, are good 
at tapping into money and Hispanics 
have good family structure, housing 
20 or 30 people under one roof, he 
said. 

Homosexual organizations 
asked Campbell on Friday to sever 
ties with White and asked the NFL to 
censure him for "racist and anti-gay" 
remarks. 

Letters to Campbell and the 
NFL were signed by leaders of the 
Human Rights Campaign, the Na- 
tional Black Lesbian and Gay Lead- 
ership Forum and the Latino/a Gay 
and Lesbian Organization. 

NFL spokesman Dan 

Masonson said the league had nocom- 

ment. The Packers declined comment.

has no comment and all inquiries 
have been forwarded to White, a 
spokeswoman for Sexton's office. 
Amy Wilson, said. 

Following the speech, White 
said he stands by his comments. He 
is not judging people and says only 
what he believes, he said. 

CBS Sports spokeswoman 
Leslie Anne Wade would not say 
whether White had spoiled his pros- 
pects for an analyst's job for which 
he auditioned. 

"CBS has a hard-and-fast cor- 
porate policy against bias of any 
kind," she said. "Reggie White is not 
an employee of CBS so I wouldn't 
comment on Reggie White specifi- 
cally." 

White told told the media that 
he agreed with former CBS football 
analyst Jimmy "The Greek" Snyder, 
who was fired in 1988 after he said a 
black athlete was better than a white 
one because "he's been bred to be 
that way because of his thigh size and 
big size." 

Snyder also said slave own- 
ers would breed a big black with abig 
woman so he would have a big black 
child, leading to superior black ath- 
letes today. 

"I agree with what Jimmy ' the 
Greek' said when it came to, that 
slaves, bigger slaves were pretty 
much used as studs. And the com- 
ments that he made about that was 
true. That did happen," White told 
the media. 

Church colleagues said 
White, affiliated with a church in 
Knoxville.Tenn., is welcome to their 
pulpits anytime. 

"'I'm not his judge. God might 
be saying, 'Good job, Reggie,'" said 
the Rev. Andrea Dudley of Capital 
Christian Center in Milwaukee, 
where White has spoken. 

Whitesis message is one of 
racial harmony and Biblical concepts, 
she said. 



"He was ministering a mes- 
sage, a sermon, and while they may 
not have been expecting it, he did 
what he thought the Lord led him to 
do," Dudley said. 

Stuart Briscoe, senior pastor 
at Elmbrook Church in Brookfield, a 
Milwaukee suburb, said White could 
speak there again, having preached 
there once before. 

"I haven't heard him say any- 
thing that would disqualify him from 
being with us," Briscoe said. 

The Rev. Ami Jacobson of 
Bayside Christian Fellowship in 
Green Bay said White spoke at the 
church about three years ago and 
preached nothing controversial. 

"I know Reggie's heart and, 
as far as I am concerned, he is a fine 
man," Jacobson said. "He just spoke 
about his personal relationship with 
Christ and challenged our people to 
make that commitment if they 
haven't and lead a righteous life."

Wayne Gretzky will return to the New York Rangers next season, although he said the team will 
need to make personnel changes to improve on a disappointing 1997-98 season. 

Despite published reports that he may want to finish his career outside New York as the Rangers 
try to rebuild their team, Gretzky told Fox's John Davidson that he will be at Rangers' training camp next 
season. 

"I've said it before and many times after, this is my last stop and I won't play for another hockey 
team in this league," Gretzky said in an interview that aired before New York's 2-2 tie with Pittsburgh 
on Saturday. 

"I'm sure the Rangers are going to make the necessary changes that will help improve this team 
and I plan on being front and center with that team next year." 

The Rangers, who have the highest payroll in hockey, are currently in 10th place in the Eastern 
Conference, six points behind Ottawa for the last playoff spot with nine games remaining. 

Gre'zky, who has one year left in his contract that will pay him $5 million next season, is fourth 
in the league in scoring this season with 8 1 points. For his career, he has 882 goals and 1 ,904 assists, best 
in NHL historv. 
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
